T a Period  when  the  lower  Orders  of  Society,  fo  far 


from  being  able  to  procure  the  Comforts,  can  fear ce 
obtain  the  Necessaries  of  Life,  an  INSTITUTION, 
calculated  to  varioufly  and  certainly  prevent,  alleviate,  or  re- 
move their  greatefl  Calamities,  mull  appear  peculiarly  eligi- 
ble ; and  recommend  itfelf  from  Inducements  the  moft  cogent 
and  perfuafive;  not  only  to  the  Continuance  of  that  Liberality 
with  which  it  has  been  fortunately  long  dillinguilhed,  but  alfo 
to  the  Approbation  of  thofe  who  have  not  yet  honoured  it 
with  their  Patronage  and  Support. 

The  Man  of  Opulence,  thus  fulfilling  the  pure  ft  Di&ates, 
and  indulging  the  higheft  Gratifications  of  his  Nature,  will 
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beoome  the  Man  of  not  lefs  exalted  than  exquifite  Humani- 
ty. A&uated  by  the  genuine  I inpulfe  of  Charitable  Bene- 
volence, he  then  applies  the  Talents  providentially  allotted 
him  to  the  Purpol'e  which  can  aiTuredly  render  them  a6tual 
Bleflings, — the  Relief  of  Sicknefs , remarkably  aggravated  by 
that  extreme  Indigence  which  the  pad  andprefent  Seafons  of 
didrefsful  Scarcity  unhappily  occafion. 

In  Compliance  with  the  ufual  Mode  of  arranging  the  Ou- 
jeffis,  and  particularizing  the  Engagements  ofthis  CHARITY, 
it  may  be  eligible  to  announce  the  State  of  thofe  Diseases 
which  efpecially  folicited  its  various  curative,  or  palliative, 
Attentions. 

The  fird  Epidemic  of  the  Spring  was  the  Measles. 
Two  Children,  fullering  the  Difeafe  in  its  milded  Form,  were 
brought  from  Newcajlle,  in  May,  to  a confined  and  uncom- 
fortable Situation  ; but  their  almod  immediate  Recovery  and 
and  Removal  prevented  its  becoming  an  intereding  Malady. 

This  fpecific  Contagion  could  not  have  had  a very  exten- 
five,  nor  powerful  Influence,  as  it  generally  prevailed  in  1793; 
and  the  temperate  Warmth  of  the  approaching  Seafon  would 
have  obviated  that  Tendency  to  Inflammation,  or  its  deflruc- 
tive  Confequences : to  which,  as  a principal  Source  of  Dan- 
ger and  Solicitude,  our  Medical  Indications  are  chiefly,  if  not 
folely,  dire&ed. 

The  next,  and  mod  important,  Difeafes  which  appeared 
were  FEVERS  of  the  Nervous  Type;  fometimes  affirming, 
in  their  terminating  Stages,  a putrid  Tendency.  Thirty 
Cafes  have  been  admitted,  at  different  Periods,  in  the  Courfe 

of 
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of  this  Year.  Several,  introduced  from  Ireland , or  the  inte- 
rior Parts  of  this  County,  (long  infefted  by  Maladies  of  the 
mofl  deleterious  Nature)  were  always  tedioufly  painful  in 
their  Progrefs,  and  oft  deftru&ive  in  their  Event ; requiring 
the  affiduous  Employment  of  the  ufual  Antidotes  and  Pre- 
ventives to  their  general  Communication. 

The  deplorable  Condition  of  a Family  in  Tangier -jlrtt i% 
during  the  Autumn,  may  be  here  particularly  noticed. 

The  Hufband,  Seven  Children,  (the  Youngeft  Six  Months 
old)  his  Wife,  and  a Lodger,  fuftered  the  Contagion.  To  the 
two  latter  (no  Attendance  nor  regular  Exhibition  of  Medicine 
being  obtainable)  it  unhappily  proved  fatal ; the  former  re- 
j covering  under  very  unfavourable  Circumflances. 

The  baneful  Malignancy  of  this  Difeafe,  which  excited 
highly  alarming  Apprehenfions,  was  certainly  imputable  to  a 
total  Inattention  to  Cleanlinefs  and  clear  Ventilation.  Eight 
Perfons  in  the  Neighbourhood,  from  the  imprudent  Pradlice 
ofvifiting  the  Sick,  were  afterwards  feized  with  itj  and,  had 
i not  a Nurfe-keeper,  with  great  Difficulty  and  at  confiderable 
Expence,  been  then  procured,  to  conftantly  wait  upon  the 
Patients  and  putin  Execution  exery  requifite  Prophylactic 
.Measure,  this  FEVER  might  have  been,  in  its  Prevalency 
Sand  Ravages,  fimilar  to  that  peftilential  Contagion  which,  in 
1 1 757,  * diftrefsfully  occupied  the  fame  Situation  ; and  from 
thence,  generally  diffufed,  continued  to  long  and  virulently 
prevail.

^eventing  the  Communication  of  the  Plague,” — Page  36, 
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The  Utility  of  the  Treatment,  recommended  in  the  lafl; 
Annual  Report,  was  very  apparent : a mild  Emetic  being 
always  prefcribed  upon  the  firfl  Attack,  or  in  the  early  Periods 
ofDifcafe;  and  the  Cure  afterwards  remitted  to  the  frequent 
and  copious  Adminiflration  of  the  Bark  in  its  various  Forms 
of  Deco6lion,  Tin6ture,  Extraft,  or  Powder.  Opiates,  to 
allay  general  Inquietude,  or  any  particular  Irritation,  efpecial- 
ly  in  the  Bowels,  were  occasionally  requifite.  The  Regimen 
was  flridlly  governed.  Pure  Air,  oft  admitted,  with  mode- 
rately ftimulant,  acidulated  Beverages,  and  the  liberal  Em- 
ployment of  Port  Wine. 

The  SCARLET  FEVER,  with  young  and  delicate  Peo- 
ple, efpecially  Females , a prevalent  and  dangerous  Diflemper, 
has  not  lately  required  the  Aids  of  this  Charity.  The  few 
Cafes,  admitted  fince  June  laft,  were  chiefly  very  indigent 
Children  ; and,  except  in  one  Inftance  of  Fatality,  (where  the 
Patient,  wb:n  firfl  attended  to,  difplayed  every  Charadler  of 
expiring  Langour  and  Putrefcency)  Scarce  any  Medical  Affift- 
ance  was  neceffary.  Proper  Care  has  always  been  taken  to 
mitigate  the  Virulency  of  the  Contagion  ; the  befl  Means  of 
Experience  being  diligently  employed  to  interrupt  its  Pro- 
grefs  in  the  Neighbourhood,  and  with  much  greater  Succefs 
than  could  have  been  expe&ed,  confidering  the  clofe  and  un- 
cleanly Places  it  moflly  occupied. 

The  Cafes  of  Small  Pox,  Hooping  Cough,  and  Dyfentery, 
were  by  no  Means  numerous,  and  for  the  moil  Part  fo  trivial 
as  feldom  to  require  any  a£tive  profeflional  Affiftance.  The 
former,  introduced  from  Dublin  and  Southampton  Camp>  into 
certain  populous  Situations,  repeatedly  occurred  in  September> 
November , and  January  lafl  : but,  as  the  Contagion  had  pow- 
erfully 
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erfully  raged  the  two  preceding  Years,  it  could  not  be  fuppo- 
fed  to  very  generally  obtain. 

Relative  to  the  State  of  our  Chronic  Diseases,  the 
conftant  Prevalence  of  moift  Weather,  during  the  Whole  of 
the  Winter,  rarely  induced  the  violent  Symptoms  of  Asthma, 
or  Rheumatism.  Thefe  Diforders  were  confequently  few 
and  favourable.  If,  however,  remarkably  aggravated  by  Age 
and  Debility,  flimulant,  fudorific,  or  tonic  Remedies  could  al- 
ways mitigate  their  Urgency,  or  fometimes  fufpend  and  pre- 
vent their  immediate  Influence  and  Effedis. 

Such  is  the  Medical  State  of  this  Charity  : To  the  Surgical , 
more  manifeftly  contributing  to  the  Relief  of  its  Objedts,  we 
advert  with  lingular  Satisfadlion.  Labour,  conducive  to 
Health,  rarely  excites  internal  Difeafes  : hence  the  inferior 
Clafs  of  People,  fupported  by  their  daily  affiduous  Endea- 
vours, chiefly  fuffer  from  that  Variety  and  Poignancy  of  ex- 
ternal Injury  which  Temerity  or  Accident  oft,  and  fometimes 
unavoidably,  occafion  : it  muff,  in  Confequence,  be  very  ap- 
parent that  Applications  from  this  ample  Source  of  immedw 
ate  and  exquifite  Diflrefs  will  mofl  frequently  occur.  The 
feveral  Regifter  Admiflions,  with  the  numerous  Lift  of  Trivial 
Cafes,  (beneficially  attended  to  as  anticipating  and  preventing 
greater  Evils)  are  pofitive  Proofs  of  this  Aflertion. 

W e may,  in  this  Place,  very  properly  refer  to  the  SYSTEM- 
ATIC ARRANGEMENT  of  the  Patients,  fubjoined  to 
the  Annual  Report,  and  efpecially  to  that  Head  of  Local 
Affedlions  diftinguifhed  by  (BttgUfl)  Charadters,  rather  as  a Spe- 
cies than  Genus  of  Difeafe.  The  Popliteal  Aneurism, 
here  alluded  to,  was  not,  in  its  Caufe,  Circumftances,  Pro- 
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grefs,  and  Urgency  more  extraordinary  than  fuccefsful  in  its 

Event. 

The  Gentlemen,  to  whom  it  has  been  particularly  remitted 
mu  ft,  upon  this  Occafion,  indulge  a peculiar  Gratification. 
In  refcuing  a deferving  Fellow  Creature  from  a Fate  which, 
however  painfully  protradied,  inevitably  awaited  him,  they 
have  conferred  an  eminent  Honour  upon  this  Country,  and 
efpecially  upon  the  Dispensary.  The  Annals  of  Surgery 
can  now  annex  this  remarkable  Cafe,  * and  the  ingenious 
novel  Operation  it  admitted,  to  thofe  accurately  recorded  by 
the  celebrated  Mr.  Hunter,  its  original  Propofer. 

Respecting  the  Subjedf  of  Suff  ended  Animation,  we  have 
only  to  repeat  our  Acknowledgments,  for  the'  various  In- 
ftrudlions  and  Communications  frequently  tranfmitted  from 
the  Register  of  the  Royal  Humane  Society.  Though 
no  recent  Inflance  of  this  deplorable  State  has  required  them, 
it  mult  be  highly  fatisfadlory  to  have  i 
mediately  adminifter  the  Means  which 
ment  approve,  and  recommend. 

Under  the  Aufpices  and  San&ion  of  the  Refpe&able  and 
Opulent,  the  principal  Scope  and  Defign  of  this  Charity,  in 
averting  the  Apprehenfions  of  Difeafet  and  removing  it  from 
the  Abodes  of  Poverty  have  been,  during  a Period  of  thirteen 
Years,  fully  accomplifhed.  In  this  Regard,  each  Motive  of 
Policy  accords  with  each  Feeling  of  Humanity,  and  pleads  for 
the  prefent  Support,  future  Permanency,  and  general  Exten- 
fion  of  fo  ufeful  an  Inftitution.  It  muft,  however,  be  acknow- 
ledged,

t in  our  Power  to  im- 
Experience  and  Judg- 
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ledgcd,  that  the  Difburfements  exceed  the  Annual  Receipts  ? 
the  Price  of  Medicines  being  very  much  enhanced,  and  the 
Number  of  Subfcribers  and  BenefaCtors  diminifhed  : Of  the 
latter,  the  liberal  Donpr  of  the  Dispensary,  for  nine  Years 
paft,juftly  claims  the  affectionate  Tribute  of  our  grateful  Re- 
membrance. We  cannot  but  deplore  that  Lofs  which  this 
Charity  has  fuftained  in  the  Death  of  One  who,  from  its 
original  Eftablifhment,  exclufive  of  a moft  generous  Contribu- 
tion, has  always  ftrenuoufly  endeavoured  to  promote  its  In- 
tereft,  and  recommend  it  to  public  Approbation. 

Having  detailed  the  various  Motives,  Obligations,  and 
i Concernments  of  this  DISPENSARY,  it  may  be  fuitably  in- 
timated. 

That  they  who  thus  alleviate  the  Sorrows,  and  aid  in  the 
Comforts  of  the  Indigent,  will  poflefs  the  peculiar  Felicity 
which  ever  attends  the  Succefs  of  fuch  laudable  and  arduous 
Endeavours.  They  have  exemplified  the  juft  Obfervation, 
“ That  human  Power  and  human  Wealth  are  a ready  and 
" fufficient  Fund  for  human  Want  and  Weaknefs.” — May, 
therefore,  an  uninterrupted  Continuance  of  all  temporal 
Bleffings  long  be  theirs! — May  that  Health,  conveyed  to 
Others  by  this  Mean  of  Beneficence,  become  its  invaluable, 
well  merited  Reward: — And,  finally,  when  this  our  eventful 
Scene  is  about  to  clofe,  may  each  Labour  of  Charity  fail  not 
to  gracioufly  fupply  them  with  Reflections  and  Affurances 
the  moft  complacent  and  fatisfaClory !

Poor,  who  can  derive  no  Benefit  from  any  fimilar  Inflitution. 

The  Perfons  coming  accurately  under  the  above  Defcription 
are  to  be  admitted  by  a Letter  of  Recommendation,  figned  by 
a Subfcriber,  and  addreffed  to  the  medical  Officers  of  the 
Difpenfary.
